"NADAS was Chief of Operations of the Hungarian General 
Staff in 1944 . In October 1944 he received orders from Adm. 
HORTHT to contact Soviet Marshall MALINOVSKY to negotiate for an 
armistice* NADAS, a German collaborator and extremist, did 
not follow this order but had every one arrested who knew 
about the anticipated armistice, 

"NADAS is currently attempting to organise all former Hungarian 
officers, now living in the D3 Zones of Germany and Austria, 
into ope organisation, similar to the one which existed in 
Hungary in 1920, and which Was used to fight the Communists 
at that time* He is also alleged to be in contact with a 
U.S, intelligence organisation in Germany," 

" HODOSSY-S1BOBL and NADAS are currently employed by TIB, EUCCU. 
They have, however, no authority or orders to form any type 
of organisation composed of former Hungarians." 

"LACZKOVICS also stated that General Lajos NADAS allegedly 
left the ZAKO. group because of a disagreement with ZAKO 
and is now employed with & cartographic la unit of Hq US FA. " 

"1, ZAKO considers himself completely non-political. He 
is getting rid of the extremists (especially Lajos NADAS)

After the outbreak of the 
war he became Commander of the War Planning Branch. . .When he 
was informed about the Regent’s (HORTHY) armistice proclama- 
tion it would have been his duty to go to headquarters of 
Marshal MALINOVSKY. Instead of this he Immediately looked up 
the German Ambassador and advised him of the Regent's and the 
Government's decision about an armistice, (There have been 
rumors that this individual may have arrived in the United 
States as a D,P.) He was SZALASI's Chief of Staff 

"The informant went on to state the head of the organization 
in Europe, Andres ZAKO, has two aides, a Major KORPANNAI and 
a General NADAS, KORPANNAI is unknown to the informant but 
NADAS is known to him as a fonnpr important member of the 
Hungarian General Staff of German extraction who exhibited 
most rabid pro-Nazi tendencies during World War II," 

"Associates: NADAS, Lajos, who after October 1944 was the 
Hungarian Nazi General Staff Chief of Operations.

"1* At the time SALZ-300 was written the eight traces on 
NADAS in MAV-W-2S54 were over twenty months old, and 
NADAS 1 status had changed from that shown in the last trace
